FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

This matbter comes before the Deputy Zoning Commissioner for
congideration of a Petition for Variance for that property known as 12631
Manor Road, located in the vieinity of Long Green Road in Glen Arm, The
Petition was filed by the owners of the property, J. Lewls and Edna E.
Breidenbaugh. The Petitioners seek reliel from Section 1A04.3.B.3 of the
Baltimore County Zoning Regulations (B.C.Z.R.) to permit a side yard set-
back of 21 feet in lieu of the required 50 feet for an existing dwelling.
The subject property and relief sought are more particularly described on
the site plan submitted which was accepted and wmwarked into evidence as
Petitioner's Exhibit 1.

Appearing at the hearing on behalf of the Petition were Lewis
Breidenbaugh, property owner, Fugene ¥. Raphel, Professional Land Surveyor
who prepared the site plan for this property, and lLouis Fleury, Esquire,
attorney fur the Petitioners. Two neighbors appeared 1in support of the
Petitioner's request. There were no Protestants,

Testimony and evidence offered revealed that the subject property
is a rectangularly shaped parcel, approximately 110 feet wide by 986 feet

deep, and consists of a gross area of 2.96 acres, more or less, split

\\\zonad R.C.5 (1.0 acres) and R,C.2 (1.96 acres). The front portion of the

site, zoned R.C.5H, lis improved with a single Family dwelling and accessory
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shed. The vear povtion of the property, zoned R.€.2, is unimproved. The
Petilbioners are desirous of subdividing their property to create a build-
ing lot for their grandson. Testimony revealed that Mr. Breidenbaugh is
nearly 85 vyears of age and has resided on the subject property far many
vears. His grandson wishes to live closer to him to provide support and
care in his elder years. The front portion of the site, proposed Lot 1,
would contain the existing improvements. Proposed Lot 2, would be devel-
oped with a single family dwelling for Mr. Breidenbaugh's grandson. Access
to Lot 2 would be provided by an extension of the existing driveway which
runs along the southwest side of the subject property. However, this
driveway is located only 21 feet from the existing dwelling and a 50-foot
setback 1is required. Therefore, in order to proceed with the proposed
improvements, the requested variance 18 necessary. Further testimony
indicated that the proposed dwelling will meet all setback requirements.

An  area varlance may be granted where strict application of the
zoning regulations would cause practical difficulty to the Petitioner and

his property. McLean v. Soley, 270 Md. 208 (1973). To prove practical

difficulty for an area variance, the Petitioner must meet the following:

1) whether strict compliance with requirement would
unreasonably prevent the use of the property for a
permitted purpose or render conformmance unnecessarily
hurdensome;

2) whether a grant of the variance would do a sub-
stantial justice to the applicant as well as other
property owners in the district or whether a lesser
relagation than that applied for would give sufficient
relief; and,

3) whather velief can be granted 1in such fashion
that the spirit of the ordinance will be observed and

public safety and welfare secured.

Andevson v. Bd. of Appeals, Yown of Chesapeake Beach, 22 Md. App. 28

(1974).
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After due consideration of the testimony and evidence presented,
it is clear that practical difficulty or unreasonable hardship will result
if the variance is not granted. It has been established that special
cirocumstances or conditlons exist that are peculiar to the land or stiruc-
ture which is the subject of this variance request and that the require-
ments from which the Petitioner seeks relief will unduly restrict the use
of the land due to ihe gpecial conditions unique teo this particular par-
cel. In addition, the variance requested will not cause any injury to the
public health, safety or general welfare, and meets the spirit and intent
af the B.C.4.R.

Pursuant to the advertisement, pesting of the property, and
public hearing on this Petition held, and for the reasons given above, the
variance requested should bhe granted.

THERETORE, 171 IS ORDERED by the Deputy Zoning Commissioner for
Baltimore County this -Lﬁiff day of April, 1997 that the Petition for
Variance seeking relief from Section 1AG4.3.B.3 of the Baltimore County
7oning Regulations (B.C.Z.R.) to permit a side yard setback of 21 feet in
fieu of the required %0 feet for an existing dwelling, in accordance with
Petitioner's Exhibit 1, be and is hereby GRANTED, sublject to the following
restriction:
